In 1877, Japan joined the UPU (Universal Postal Union.) Ja- 
pan issued the 2 Sen Rose on January 1, 1883 to facilitate 
the UPU agreement. It was issued in many different shades 
and perforation varieties. In addition, the Meiji Period (1868- 
1912) was the beginning of Japan’s Imperialist push in Asia, so 
the 2 Sen Rose can be found with many foreign usages.
